Fireworks accidents hurt thousands every year |

3 More than 10,000 people 
| hurt by fireworks are treated in

| year according to data from the 
Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission (CPSC). Males suffer 
Peace more than 7,200 of these inju- 

ries (70 percent). By age, those 
THE SAFE LIFE 5 to 14 and 15 to 24 suffer the 
greatest number of injuries, about 3,800 for each 
age group. 


Almost 600 injuries each year are suffered by 
children under age 5. For males, the greatest 
number of injuries occurs in the 5-to-14-year age 
group; for females, the greatest number of inju- 
ries occur from age 15 to 24. 


Fatalities — Seven deaths related to fireworks 
occurred in 1984 — the latest year available — 
according to official figures from the National 
Center for Health Statistics. Of these, 6 were 
males. Since 1968, fireworks fatalities have 
ranged from none to 14 per year with no clear 
trend. 


Month, location, and treatment — About 57 per- 
cent of the injuries treated in emergency rooms 
occur in July, according to CPSC data. June ac- 
counts for about 20 percent, and January, May 
and August each about 5 percent. More than half 
of the injuries occur at home, and about 98 per- 
cent are treated and released or examined and 
released without treatment. 


Nature of injury — The most common injury 
associated with fireworks is thermal burns, ac- 
counting for about 53 percent of the cases. Other 
injures are bruises and abrasions (16%), cuts 
(8%), foreign body (5%), and puncture wounds 
(3%). About 40 cases resulted in amputation in 
1985. 


Part of body injured — More than one fourth of 
fireworks injuries are to hands or fingers. Eye 
injuries represent about 15 percent of the total 
and ear injuries about 9 percent. 


By age, the most common parts of body injured 
are as follows: age 0-4, upper leg; 5-14, eyes; 15- 
24, hand; 24-44, finger; and 45 and over, upper 
arm. 


Bystanders are the ones most likely to be hurt 
by fireworks. Often the firework user is negligent 


because of “horseplay” or ignorance about the 
potential damage that fireworks can do. cae 


The federal government does prohibit the sale 
of the most dangerous types of fireworks. These 
include cherry bombs, aerial bombs, M-80 salutes. 
and larger firecrackers containing more than 0.77 
grains (less than one-eighth teaspoon) of powder, 
Also banned are mail-order kits designed to build 
these fireworks. Despite regulations, the majority. 
of accidents are linked to illegal fireworks. - +

Another arguement against using fireworks is 
the fact that they cause thousands of fires and 
millions of dollars in property losses. ras'y 


The sensible way of celebrating the Fourth of 
July is to attend controlled fireworks displays, 
managed by specialists and sponsored by the com- 
munity. Certainly this practice is more in keeping 
with the spirit of the occasion and the concerns for 
safety than the dangerous practices of “lighting” 
one’s own fireworks during this holiday.
